4/03/10  Future  Research 

1)  Possible  Roman  signal  station  Appleby  golf  course  and  the  Augill  signal  station  It  was  agreed  that 
Martin  R  would  send  a  preliminary  proposal  to  the  Historic  Environment  Enabling  Programme, 
English  Heritage  to  seek  their  support. 

2)  Cave  in  St  George’s  Gill.  Martin  R  had  advised  the  committee,  by  email,  of  the  requirements  for 
health  and  safety  on  a  potentially  hazardous  site,  and  one  which  is  in  an  area  of  SSI.  The  estimated 
cost  of  an  excavation,  supervised  by  North  Pennines  archaeology,  would  be  £1050.  Richard  suggested 
that  £1500  should  be  allocated  to  include  post  excavation  costs  and  that  an  application  for  funding 
might  be  made  to  the  Heritage  Lottery  Fund.  Martin  J  to  contact  a  former  colleague,  who  has  a 
particular  interest  in  cave  archaeology,  for  further  information.
